Underwood was graduated in 1884, attracted to 
Birmingham, Ala., by the reports of an elder 
brother in the iron business, and he was success- 
ful at law from the start. In 1885 he married 
his first wife, Miss Eugenia Massie of Charlottes- 
ville, Va., who died in 1900, leaving two sons. The 
elder is in the tron business in Birmingham, te 
younger in Virginia University. In 1904 Unééer- 
wood married Miss Bertha Woodward of Birming- 
ham, daughter of Joseph H. Woodward, a steel 
manufacturer and banker. In 1894 Underwood 
was elected to Congress, winning a savage fight. 
He made this race on the Cleveland tariff plat- 
form, “and I have never departed from it,” he 
says. He has never départed from Congress, 
either, since he first took his seat. Many im- 
portant members get an enforced vacation given 
them, at least once in their careers, but Under- 
wood has served continuously since his first elec- 
tion.

~ Some daring things have already been done 
in aviation this year, before the flying season 
has opened. Hamilton braved Mexican army 
guns in a flight over Juarez. Parmelee and 
Lieut. Foulois flew from Laredo ta Eagle Pass, 
making a record trip for two passengers and 
for army aviation. Lieut. Bague, a Frenchman, 
eclipsed McCurdy’s oversea flight from Key 
West, by flying 124 miles over the Mediter- 
ranean. Reneaux won $20,000 by flying from 
Paris and landing on the Puy-de-Dome, a moun- 
tain 217 miles distant and 4800 feet high.

DEATH AND’ DR- SPITZEA. 

The old dream of resuscitating the dead has 
taken possession of Dr. Edward Anthony Spitzka, 
professor of anatomy at Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege, Philadelphia. He is famed as a heart and 
brain specialist and puts his faith in electricity 
as the agent that, under certain circumstances, 
will conquer the king of terrors. Dr. Spitzka 
bas not yet raised the dead, but he believes he 
would have done so in the case of a gentleman 











who was hanged for murder if. unfortunately, 


the patient’s neck had not been broken in the 
operation. The physician made the dead man’s 
heart beat in regular pulsations and that was 
certainly going some, but in the absence of a 
sound spinal column it was impossible to start 
up any brain activity. 

Many novelists, and particularly short story 
tellers, have brought the dead back to life. but 
have never been able to supply them with a 
plausible tale of what they were doing while 
they were dead and where they went while lying 
so still and calm and cold. The first man who 
comes back in obedience to the call of medical 
science will have to prove first that he was dead, 
secondly, that he knew he was dead, and, lastly, 
he must be able to give.some sort of a reason- 
mble explanation of the difference between death 
and sleep.

NEW USES FOR AMERICAN MONEY. 
To win the favor of the King and Queen of 
England and to find an entrance into the inner 
circle of British society, is the lofty ambition of 
two ladies formerly of Chicago, whose American 
interests are now entirely centered in the Mar- 
shall Field estate. In planning a social campaign 
that will overcome the prejudice of King George 
and Queen Mary against American “climbers,” 
Mrs. Maldwin Drummond, former wife of the 
late Marshall Field Jr., finds that she needs the 
modest sum of $1,000,000. The coronation of 
George V is approaching and upon that solemn 
and magnificent occasion there will. be rare op- 
portunities of exhibiting the most passionate and 
devoted loyalty. Now all the world knows and 
acknowledges that devotion to the throne is 
never so sincere as when it is shown by lavish 
expenditure in honcr of the sovereign. 

Mrs. Drummond journeyed from London to 
Chicago to endeavor to extract a million of dol- 
lars from the trustees of the Field estate for the 
purpose of giving coronation entertainments with 
In these entertainments Mrs. David 
Beattie, who was formerly Miss Ethel Field, will 
join. Mrs.. Drummond proposes to mex King 
George’s heart and soften Queen Mary’s = stern 
insularity by giving a succession of great dinners, 
luncheons, balls, house parties and hunts. Every- 
thing will be done on a scale of Chicago gran- 
deur and with such dash and enterprise that 
amazement and admiration will conquer the last 
vestige of British reserve. 

Why ask, “Is it worth it?” Evidently it is—to 
the Drummonds—who have come to America to 
get the money. We regret, however, to observe 
that the trustees of the Field estate have not yet 


funds for this piece of international parlor 
diplomacy. This hesitation, when the honor of 
our country is at stake, is one more proof that 
the masculine point of view misses the best things 
in life. The importance of pleasing King George 
and Queen Mary is not yet properly appreciated 
in this country. | 

Mrs. Drummond’s Chicago mission has another 
object that will interest a large number of Amer- 
ican citizens even more than the splendors of 
the coronation. Her husband wants a seat in 
Parliament, as a member of the Conservative 
party, for the purpose of opposing home rule for 
Ireland. Capt. Drummond needs American mon- 
ey to use in fighting the aspirations of a race 
that has millions of descendants in the United 
States. It is true that they have no control over 
the vast Field estate, but it is equally true that 
they have no small capacity for influencing the 
public opinion of America. Their Americanism is 
intense, their love of liberty, at home and abroad, 
a passion that never grows cold, and their hatréd 
of social shams may almost be called an Irish 
characteristic, so natural is it to the Celt. The 
international marriage enters upon a new phase 
the moment one of its developments encounters 
the scorn and indignation of the Irish race in 


America.

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WHERE GROWTH IS NOT GAIN. 

Where human life is most menaced it appears 
to be most fruitful. Plague and famine ravage 
India, but the population steadily increases. Ac- 
cording to the provisional census returns which 
have just been issued at Calcutta, it has_ in- 
creased more than 20,000,000 in the last decade. 
Notwithstanding the enormous mortality of the 
last 10 years, that country’s total population is 
now approximately 315,000,000. 

The population of India is at present three 
and one-half times that of the United States, 
and this immense horde of human beings con- 
sents to live upon terms that would fill our peo- 
ple with despair. Whatever may be the merits 
or demerits of British rule in India, the Govern- 
ment can do comparatively little for a land where 
the pressure of population on subsistence is such 
that plague and famine cannot check the birth 
rate. Nature is gorgeous and splendid .and in- 
finitely cruel in India. There, 
mastered his environment, and since the very 
dawn of history might and magnificence have 
stood in contrast to the weakness, poverty and 
patient resignation of the millions submerged in 
a vast sea of sorrow called existence. The tiger 
and the cobra are India’s most appropriate 
types. They strike and rend and poison—mon- 
strous incarnations of terror in a land where 
fear is the native element of the human mind 
and there is no release till its victims are borne 
to silence and sleep “with the dirge and_ the 











sound of lamenting and the voices of women who 


weep.” Yet there is no race suicide in India. 
That is the concomitant of ease and luxury. 
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Taxing bachelors $10 a year to pay a bonus of 
$100 to the mother of each child born within two 
years after marriage is not class legislation. It 
is merely an Illinois method of indicating that 
every 10 bachelors have the economic value of 
one married man—figured out in babies. 
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A PASTORAL FIGURE VANISHES. 

The milkmaid has practically disappeared from 
literature and now she is on the-eve of getting 
out of the barn lot. Milking machines which 
were invented in New Zealand have been much 
improved and developed in Australia and _ the 
dairy herds in the Antipodes will soon be 
lacteally unresponsive to human touch. There 
are records of over 100 cows being milked by one 
of these machines in less than two hours. Neither 
hired man nor daifymaid can.compete with such 
a milky flow as that. There Never was any- 
thing poetical about the hired man’s relations 
with the cow, but the milkmaid has “stood in” 
with the pastoral bards of many generations. 
They have doted upon her Arcadian simplicity, 
her fresh, youthful beauty and her tendency to 
burst into rural melody. The pretty girl milk- 
ing her cow had a long run in song and story, 
but her day is done. In a few more-years she 
will be but a tradition and a memory. 

The new milking machines unite the advan- 
tages of speed and economy and they are more 
sanitary than the milkmaid or the hired man. It 
will have to be admitted that many of the most

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THE DEATH OF THE ‘‘CINCH’’ BILL. 

The adverse report of the Public Service Com- 
mission was the death blow of the “‘cinch” bill. 
It was a welcome report—welcome to the people 
and welcome to the misguided councilmen who 
thus find an avenue of retreat. It is a rational 
report, based on exact knowledge of the situa- 
tion and with no motive behind it but to protect 
the rights of the city without inflicting any in- 
justice on the company. 

The report is definitive, exact and not only in 
harmony with public sentiment but with modern 
notions of the obligations of public utility cor- 
porations and how to compel the discharge of 
those obligations. The opinion is along the broad 
lines of reform advocated by the Post-Dispatch. 
It is at once justification for the position taken 
ih these columns and for the creation and ex- 
istence of the commission. The earnest workers 
of that body have advanced a new claim to the 
public gratitude. They have given assurance 
that the people have now an active, alert guardian 
of their interests and a bulwark against rapacious 
seekers of privilege. To such a commission, we 
may look with confidence for a proposition which 
will be as definite in respect to the larger problem 
of future transportation as this opinion is definite 
in respect to the grab measure. 

In other respects ‘the campaign was enlight- 
ening. There was an unmistakable declaration 
of public sentiment. The street railway problem 
was clarified. There is certainty where there was 
chaos. The Public Service Commission says when 
its investigation of United Railways is complete 
“it will know the amount of investment of the 
company upon which it is entitled to earn a 
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return.” 

We may be sure “the amount of investment” 
will not be $104,000,000. Overcapitalization is the 
primary injustice—the source of all the other in- 
justices. With this injustice corrected, the first 
step toward final solution will have been taken. 
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In her divorce suit against her husband, Richard 
Le Gallienne, the poet, now pending in Paris, 
his wife declares he is now earning about $3000 
a year. It seems decidedly more profitable to be 
able to write checks than verses. 
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PUBLIC DANCES IN ST. LOUIS. 

Two public dances were given in Crunden 
Branch Library this month. One was under the 
auspices of a local skirt makers’ union, affiliated 
with the Woman’s Trade League. The other was 
given by the Women’s Auxiliary of Work- 
men’s Circle. The latter organization succeeded 
in raising $14 toward the piano and lantern fund 
of the branch library. 

Both dances were well attended. They were 
dignified and wholesome. The people themselves 
supplied the dance music. In each case there 
was enough talent among the guests to keep 
going the piano which was loaned for the time 
being. Both dances were democratic in every 
sense. The school teacher met her evening schoo] 
pupil; the library assistant did not hesitate to 
dance with the factory hand; the physician 
joined in the merriment with the shop girl. No 
policeman was necessary or visible. 

It is self-evident that dancing under such cir- 
cumstances and in such surroundings is bound to 
prove beneficial. Young people will dance. Why 
not provide for them places to dance which are 
wholesome? The best way of keeping people 
from going to undesirable places is to provide 
something desirable in a good environment. This 
has been done in the Crunden Branch Library. 
The two dances there were the first public af- 
fairs of the kind in St. Louls.

in winter. In winter the sun’s rays strike 
earth’s surface slantingly. The sun, even at noon 
in the winter time, never rises very high in the 
sky, while in summer it is almost directly over- 
head. So the same bundle of sun scat- 
tered over the much larger area in winter than in 
summer, and hence, though the surface is nearer 
the sun in winter, yet there is not sufficient to 
compensate for the much larger area that must 
be heated. by the same amount of sunshine due 
to the inclination of the rays.

VIENNA, March 25.—Shall the wife of the 
coming Emperor of Austria sit on the throne? 
That is the absorbing question in court circles 
here. 

It is not a new query, but it has recently been 
made intensely intereMjing by the angry refusal 
of the heir presumptive to attend the court bail 
because his wife could nof enter the ball on his arm 
and by his subsequently refusing to represent the 
Emperor at the coronation of King George of En- 
gland because the Emperor would not raise that 
wife to imperial rank in order that she might be 
by his side during the ceremonies in London. 

Archduke Francis Ferdinand, now the heir pre- 
sumptive, married for love nearly eleven years 
ago Princess Sophie of Chotek. Because she had 
no royal blood in her veins he was required to 
take a solemn oath renouncing for any children of 
that union all right of succession, all advantages 
and privileges of his position. How easy it was 
then for him to take such an oath; how difficult 
for him to keep it now that a lovely girl of 9 and 
twe fine boys of 8 and 6 are looking up into his 
face and asking why they are not like the children 

of other Archdukes. 

During the first eight years of her married life 
the wife devoted herself to her children, who came 
in quick succession. At the same time she gained 
an ascendancy over the Archduke, which to those 
wno knew him before his marriage is inconceiv- 
able. She called her children Sophie, after the 
Emperor's mother, -Maximilian after the most 
brilliant Hopsburg Emperor and Ernest 

CAMPAIGN FOR RIGHTS AS WIFE. 

She eegan to show signs of impatience 
at -the rank the Emperor bestowed upon 
her at her marriage—Princess of Hohen- 
berg and 4t- being addressed as Duchlaucht 
(Serene Highness). She really had no right to the 
Durchlaucht, but she frowned down every effort 
at Furstliche Gnaden (Princely Grace), which 
really was her title. She was invited to the court 
of Berlin with her husband and succeeded in per- 
suading the Emperor that she could not go un- 
less he made her a Duchess with the title High- 
ness. 

Empress Victoria Augusta did not treat her as 
well as she expected. Emperor William’s third 
son and his wife met her at the railway station 
and the places assigned to her at table were not 
what she believed she had a right to. She has 
not been invited again. . The last time. Francis 
Ferdinand went hunting with Emperor William 
she waited for him at Dresden, where one of her 
many sisters lives. 

The court balls are the most severe test for 
the wife of the future Emperor. Here is the 
prescribed etiquette for a court function: 

The presentations having taken place in an ad- 
joining room, the Marble Hall, the court is an- 

,nounced by the raps from the master of ceremon- 
ies’ staff and while the assembled guests of the 
Emperor stand in polite ‘crowds of men in unit- 
form or national costume and women in evening 
dress on the two sides down the hall, the imperial 
procession walks briskly up, replying with a 
stately bend of the head to the deep courtesys and 
bows on either side. 
HOW PROCESSION IS FORMED. 

When the master of ceremonies and undér him 
the directors of ceremonies and the court marshal 
have walked in the Emperor takes the head of 
the procession, giving his right.arm to the first 
lady at court, Archduchess Mari. Annunciata. The 
next to follow is the heir to the throne, Archduke 
‘Francis Ferdinand, and if the Duchess of Cum- 
berland has accepted the usual invitation, it must 
be to her that he gives his arm, as the member of 
a foreign royal house. The Duke of Cumberland 
comes next, with thé Archduchess, who is next in 
rank—this- would be the widow of Archduke Otto, 
Marta Josepha. Then comes her son, Car] Francis Jo- 
Seph, next in line to Francis Ferdinand, and he. 
would give his arm to a Tuscan Archduchess, for 
the ducal family of Tuscany, with all their Mon- 
fignosos and Leopold Wolflings, stand very near 
the throne of the Hapsburegs. A third son of the 
Jate Archduke Carl Ludwig—Ferdinand Carl—is 
valid to be secretly married to the daughter ‘of 
a professor. 

The procession is completed with the Ambas- 
radors and foreign ministers who have had any 
presentations to make in the Marble Hall and by 
the court functionaries who follow their respective 
Imperial Highness, since every Archduke brings 
an adjutant to the ball and every Archduchess an 
rttendant lady. The other guests all have their 
own particular rights, their ancestors or their 
nesition in the state. There is no room for an 
interloper, — } 

At the ball two years ago the wife of the heir. 
to the throne crime last all by herself, with no 
cvvalier to protect or attend her. Tall, with the 
_proudest bearing consistent with womanly grace 
end a costume that eclipsed any other, she was 
the most striking figure at the ball and the most 
vwajestic. But her humiliation gnawed at her 
“eart and also at the heart of her loyal husband. 

| He determined to prevent a repetition of such 

Bapane and this year, while his wife was in the 
midst of preparing a costume that should outshine 
any other, Archduke Francis Ferdinand went to 
the Emperor and demanded that the Duchess of 
Hohenberg, his wife, be made of equal rank with 
himself. The jealous Archduchesses had already 
been plotting against that, and had won the old 
Emperor over to their side, so when the Archduke 
made his demand the Emperor peremptorily re- 
fused to grant it. 

‘There was a stormy scene, which ended in Fran- 
ols Ferdinand hautily informing the Emperor that 
as long as he wes Archduke he would never again 
appear at a court function—meaning that he will 
not reappear at court until he does so as Em- 
peror-King of Austria-Hungary. 

What will happen then is what err here

BERLIN, March 25.—Emperor William’s opposi- 
tion to suggestive stage situations again has been 
displayed in his flat refusal to attend a perform- 
ance of Richard Strauss’ “Rosen Kavalier” or to 
allow it to be produced in the Berlin Royal Opera 
House until certain offensive details are removed. 

For instance, the Emperor insists that the first 
act, which shows the golden bedroom of the Field 
Marshal’s wife, shall be altered to a dressing 
reom, no bed being shown. In the same act some 
changes are to be made so that the relations of 
the Rose Cavalier with the Field Marshal’s wife 
shall not be so frankly erotic and their affec- 
tion to be represented as platonic rather than ro- 
mantic. In the last act, where Baron Ochs tries 
to betray the Rose Cavalier disguised as a girl, 

here is to be no bed in the alcove, as was shown 
ir Dresden. Strauss has been in Berlin this week 
to arrange for the alterations considered neces- 
sary by the Emperor’s vigorous censorship. 

The Emperor thinks he has discovered the play- 
wright for whom Germany has been waiting so 
leng. He’ is Carl Schoenherr, .who recently pro- 
duced a play called “Religion and the Home,” deal- 
ing with the struggles between the Catholics and 
the Lutherans in South Germany. Though the 
rude humor of the South German peasant is intro- 
duced, the play ends in high tragedy, which, ac- 
cording to reports from Kiel, drew tears from the 
Emperor’s eyes and made the Empress weep quiet- 
ly for, hours afterward. The Emperor sent for 
Schoenherr and said: 

“Your play is true to life. Both I and the 
Empress were more struck with it than we have 
been by any other modern play that I can re- 
member. ~I believe I have found in you the com- 
ing German poet which as yet the country doesn't 
possess.” 

Immediately after this statement was published 
in Berlin there was a rush on the booksellers, 
whose stock of copies of the play was exhausted 
in two hours.

NOW ALL BLACK 


Flaming Hollyhoeks and Roses Will 
Relieve Somberness of 
Drawing Rooms.

LONDON, March 25.—Black is to reign in fash- 
ionable drawing room furnishings and hangings 
by flaming patterns of hollyhocks, crimson roses, 
lilac and masses of hydrangea. Windows and 
show rooms of fashionable West End shops are 
filled with black. 

Curtains of gleaming black satin or of dull 
black cashmere will adorn windows, while cushion 
covers of black satin bid for favor. The fash- 
ionable pouf ottoman is upholstered in black, or 
black with a richly colored design. Even the late 
wall papers show heavy black backgrounds. 

Decorators say the funeral effect which one 
might expect from so much black will be offset 
tc some extent by lighter shades and colors in 
minor furnishings. The floor may be stained 
black, for instance, but color—blues and rose’ 
shades—may be introduced in the carpet. White 
rugs will also serve to relieve and where cur- 
tains and hangings are black the paper or paint 
or the walls will be of a lighter shade. 

“In one or two cases,” says a woman decorator, 
“the experiment of an all-black carpet has been 
tried, but the effect is a little somber and cream 
or grey carpets, bordered with roses, are more 
often chosen to accompany black curtains and 
hangings.”’ 


MUNICH TO REFORM ITS 
OVERCHARGING HOTELS

A, O. Rule, the present president, has 
been antagonistic to the , Terminal 
Railroad Association, and has co-ope- 
rated with Gerhart in his fight against 
monopoly. Gerhart and Rule are now 
the dominant figures on the Exchange 
Board. ‘ 
OQ’ Reilly is vice-president. of the ex- 
change, and has been active on its 
board. Weisels is known as.a live wire 
on Chestnut street and has served terms 
as director of the exchange.

Augusta Herald. Notwithstanding the 
Court’s threat to put the reporter in 
jail, Hamilton regarded it as more dis- 
honorable te violate the confidence of 
an informant than to serve a jai) sen- 
tence, and chose the latter. His fidelity 
to his promise stood above all persona! 
considerations; he would rather suffer 
the humiliation of being thrust in jail 
for contempt of court than to have 
it said of him that he broke a promise 
te escape punishment. 


Will Ask Speial Law. 


The sacrifice made by Hamilton caused 
a test of the reporters’ rights to with- 
hold information given to them in confi- 
dence and the test went against the 
newspaper men. A united effort will 
be made by the newspaper men of 
Georgia before the coming Legislature 
tc obtain an amendment to the statute 
regarding contempts of courts, seeking 
to make the newspaper men immune 
from divulging confidential information 
which is a necessity in their business. 
A bill to that effect is now in prepara- 
tion by Hardy Ulm, private secretary 
to Gov. Brown, and himself a promi- 
nen tnewspaper man. 

Detailed information was given to 
Hamilton by a police officer concerning 
the murder of Sam Kee and Hamilton 
rublished it. The Board of Police Com- 
missioners of Augusta summoned Ham- 
ilton before it as a witness in the trial 
of one of its officers, believing that if 
the name of the officer giving the infor- 
mation was obtained it would aid its 
case materially. When the reporter was 
put on the stand, the Commission asked: 

“Will you state to the Commission 
whether you wrote a certain article ap- 
pearing in the Augusta Herald contain- 
ing, in detail, information in connection 
with the murder of Sam Kee?” 

Admitted Writing Story. 

Hamilton. answered in the affirmative 
and the next question was: 

“Did you receive the information or 
the substance of it from any officer, or 
member, or attache of the Police De- 
partment of Augusta?’’. This also re- 
ceived an affirmative answer 

Then the Commis§ion asked: 

“From whom did you get it?” 

By consent of. the Commission, 
reporter Was asked by his counsel?® 

“What would be the effect of your 
dnswering this last question, so far as 
your occupation as a newspaper re- 
porter is concerned?’’ 

“It would ruin me in my profession,”’ 
replied Hamilton. . “It would cause me 
to lose. my positi as a reporter fui 
the Augusta Herald and would prevent 
my ever engaging in the occupation of 
a newspaper reporter again.’’ 

He then. statéd to the board that he 
had obtained the information with the 
assurance that the name of his inform- 
ant would not be divulged and that he 





the 


the name of his informant as sacred 
as the obligation to tell the truth after 
being sworn by the commission. He 
Said that he believed that he would for- 
feit the respect and confidence of the 
community at large, and certainly of 
his newspaper associates, if he divulged 
the name of the officer giving him the 
information, and that to do so would 
subject him to ridicule and contempt. 

Fine Was Assessed. 

Following this statement, the board 

fined him $50 for contempt and gave 
him three days in which to pay his 
fine or divulge the information which 
he regarded sacred. The three days 
passed and still Hamilton refused to 
give up the name of his informant. Not 
having paid his fine, he was placed in 
the Richmond County Prison to remain 
there five days or tell who gave him 
the information and be released prior 
to that time. 
On a writ of habeas corpus the case 
was taken to the Superior Court, be- 
fore Judge Henry C. Hammond, and 
promptly the Judge released the re- 
porter, stating that the Police Board 
did not have the authority to fine or 
sentence a witness for contempt in its 
presence, 

He declared that there were two dis- 
tinct types of legal contempt—one com- 
mitted in the presence of the Court, 
the other without the presence of the 
Court, and that the act of 1881, creating 
the Augusta Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, gave them authority only to 
punish for contempt when a witness

COMMISSION FORM 
SOUGHT FOR STATE 


Gov. Stubbs and Senator Hodges 
Sound Note of Advance for 


Kansas. 
TOPEKA, Kan., March 2.—Commis- 
sion government for a state, the same 


as commission government for cities, 
may be the next radical change in Kan- 
sas. Gov. Stubbs, State Senator G. H. 
Hodges, who probably will be a candi- 
date for United States Senator next 
year, and other progressive men in the 
State, are advocating the abolition of 
the present legislative system and the 
adoption of a compact system with re- 
sponsibility for the affairs of each de- 
partment resting strictly on one man. 
“It is fundamental that you cannot 
make a government more efficient, more 
businesslike, more economical than the 
machinery which operates it,’’ said Sen- 
ator Hodges. 
“The present Legislature cost for its 
own maintenance $75,000 for a session of 
60 days. Thirty members from 8 leg- 
islative districts, an equal number elect- 
ed every year, could do more in 10 days 
and at one-tenth the expense, than this 
Legislature, with its 165 members of 
the two branches. The 30 men, with a 
check of the recall and ouster for un- 
faithful service, would do more for the 
real good of the State ‘and the tax- 
payers in one week than a legislative 
session of two months.”’ 
“State officials should have direct re- 
sponsibility,” said Gov. Stubbs. “‘They 
should be held responsible for every- 
thing in their departments. Cities found 
the old City Council worthless, so they 
took the commission government and put 
each commissioner at the head of a cer- 
tain department and made that commis- 
sioner solely responsible for what hap- 
pened in that department.”’

Method to Use “‘Breeze” or 
Coke Siftings. 


GARY, Ind., March 25.—A million dol- 
lars awaits the genius who can show 
the United States Steel Corporation how 
to utilize “breeze,” the small particles 
sifted from coke. 

All coke products are sifted and 
“breeze” is the fine stuff, less than 
three-eighths of an inch in diameter. 
It is full of carbon and has many times 
the heat-producing qualities of coal, 
but no furnace grate can be built fine 
enough to burn “breeze.”’ 

The annoying feature about “breeze” 
fs that it is the only thing to get away. 
Gas escaping from the blast furnaces is 
captured before it can leave the plant 
and converted into power by gas-pro- 
ducer engines. Dust escaping from the 
cement works at Buffington is now cCap- 
tured and turned into a salable product, 
but 15,000 tons of “‘breeze’’ accumulates 
each month and no way of turning it 
into money has been found.

Physician Said Appendicitis 
Gall Stones Expelled by the Great 
Kidney Preparation. 


“The White Horse,”’ Life Size, Is 
Attracting Attention, as Are 
Many Other Subjects. 


A remarkable art exhibition is now 
being viewed by many in the collec- 
tion of Joaquin Sorolla y Bastida, 
who came to St. Louis Monday. 

One hundred and eighty-two of 
Senor Sorolla’s paintings are on view 
in four large galleries at* the City 
Art Museum, Forest Park, having 
been brought to the United States 
for exhibition by the Hispanic So- 
clety of America. As the -work of 
one man, they present a remarkable 
achievement. Here, bearing the date 
of 1910, are more works of art than 
all the pictures all the artists of St. 
Louis have done In several years, 
good enough to pass a jury of the Art- 
ists’ Guild, as representative local 
painting. And many of these pic- 
tures of Sorolla are as impressive in 
size alone aS are our accustomed pic- 
tures for their quality. 

But some are .~only remarkable 
sketches, with wonderful blazonry of 
color, but only notes which other 
painters would not .exhibit as com- 
pleted work and would only use to 
base pictures upon. This Is a critic- 
ism which has been made upon some 
of Sorolla’s work. As to most of the 
pictures shown in the City Art Mu- 
seum, this view is far from the real- 
ity, artists say. 

The big picture in the center of 
the north wall of gallery 16, “The 
White Horse,” is. painted life size. 
The animal is being led out of the 
sea by a man, who is clothed only 
in a broad hat; whith casts an in- 
tense shadow under tha hot sun. 
They have been sharing a bath. The 
sunshine gleams upon their bodies, 
as it gleams upon the water and the 
beach. The colors are intense, blues 
and purples, particularly reflecting 
the deep Spanish sky, but there are 
remarkable blending of tones, grad- 
ations of values which are subtle, 
and spread the distance out to the 
far horizon with realism. Distant 
~boats, a far off dock and surf be- 
‘tween, contribute to the ‘animation 
| of the view. 

To study “The White, Horse,” is to 
get a key to many problems Sorolla 
presents. Yet the variety in these 
galleries is as striking a& the quan- 
tity of the work. There is no repe- 
tition. There are many pictures of 
the beaches, but each with qualities, 
colors, composition, all its own. There 
are many figures of children, bathing, 
in which the idyllic note is notable. 
How solid the bodies of the urchins, 
lyihg at the water’s edge, in the big 
picture, “Children on the Sand, Val- 
encia,” at the end of gallery 16, as 
they flop and wallow ‘in the shallow, 
rushing tide, or gleam naked in the 
blazing sun when the sea has receded 
for the moment. ow the ecstasy of 
the bathers shows in the outlines 
and the modelling, the drawing of the 
muscles, the grin of appreciation un- 
alloyed. How we feel the thrills they 
feel, as they wriggle with delight at 
the water’s electric kiss.- : 
With this any many other pictures, 
such as the landscapes on the north 
wall in gollery 16, or the portraits 
of Mme. Sorolla, and the painter's 
daughter on that wall the portraits 
of the King and Queen of Spain, less 
demand is made upon the visitor’s 
imigination. 

A talk on-the paintings of the 
Spanish master was given at the Art 
Museum yesterday by Miss Alice 
More. She dealt with his relation to 
modern art, and also treated of the 
effect of his work on the art of our 
time. 

Tuesday, at 11 a. m., Miss More will 
begin a series of lectures on the his- 
tory of Italian painting. A lecture 
will be given every Tuesday at this 
hour during the series.

Sechelt, Sunk Off Beechey Head 
With 22 Passengers, Built for 
Lake Service. 


INDIAN ONLY EYEWITNESS 


Watched Vessel Sink, Then Ran 
to Stage Station From Where 
News Was Telephoned. 


VICTORIA, B. C., March 25.—The 
British Columbia Shipping Company’s' 


passenger service on an inland lake, 


turned turtle in a furious gale off 
Beechey Head, Vancouver Island, late 
yesterday afternoon and went down 


with all on board, 22 passengers and 
the crew of four men. 

Thirteen passengers had landed at Wil- 
liam Head just before the steamer went 
out to destruction. Most of the passen- 
gers were railroad laborers bound for 
a Canadian Northern construction camp, 
but a few were residents of Sooke. 

Indiah Only Eye-Witness, 

An Indian on Beechey Bay was the 
only eyewitnesses of the disaster. 
Through him news was sent to Victoria 
and the tug William Joliffe went to 
the rescue. After cruising about the 
place of the wreck for hours the tug 
returned to Victoria and reported that 
no trace of the Sechelt could be found. 

Henry Charles, an Indian, of Rocky 
Point, was gathering wood on Beecher 
Bay, at 5:30 p. m. yesterday and saw 
the Sechelt go down. When the Sechelt 
was three miles off Beechey Head, the 
gale struck her and she leaned over 
and swung around as though she in- 
tended te run across the strait to Port 
Crescent on the American side. The 
tiny craft had hardly turned  broad- 
side to the wind when she righted, then 
went over and lay on her side. 

The Indian watched the steamer 10 
minutes and at the end of that time 
the vessel was swallowed up by the 
sea, leaving not a trace on the surface. 
The Indian ran as fast as he could to 
Rocky Point and notified T. Parker, a 
stage driver, whe telephoned the news 
to Williams Head Quarantine Station, 
whence a launch was dispatched to Vic- 
toria. 

Had Series of Accidents. 

The Sechelt was built at Bothell, on 
an arm of Lake Washington, near Seat- 
tle, for passenger service on Lake Wash- 
ington, which is usually as smooth as 
a pond, Afterwards she was taken to 
the Sound and used on the Seattle 
Poulsbe Run, which also is safe for 
rowboats. 

She was then known as the Hattie 
Hansen, Subsequently she was sold to 
the British Columbia Shipping Co. and 
transferred to British register. Capt. 
P. B. James, managing owner of the 
company, commanded the Sechelt when 
she went down. 

After her purchase by the Canadians, 
the Sechelt was put on a semi-inland 
run, between Vancouver and Sechelt, 
30 miles up the coast. Even there she 
met heavy weather and was unsatis- 
factory. A few months ago she went 
on the rocks at Bowen Island and was 
supposed to be a total loss, but she 
was hauled off and patched up. 

Previously she had gone ashore at 
the entrance to Vancouver, but was 
hauled off and repaired. 

Shipping men were astounded recently 
when the owners announced that the 
Sechelt would ply between Victoria and 
Sooke, exposing the frail craft to such 
seas as might be met in the open ocean. 
The Sechelt was 82 feet long and 73 
tons gross tonnage. 

Beechey Head is west of Beecher Bay, 
in the Strait of Fuca, 25 miles from 
Victoria. ) 

Among the known dead are: Capt. H. 
V. James, master and part owner; Rev. 
Mr. Burns, minister of Sooke and his 
wife; John Newton, land surveyor.

Croker announced that 148 persons were killed in yesterday 
afternoon’s fire, in the 10-story factory building at the northeast 
corner of Washington place and Greene street. 

This number, he said, included 141 bodies, taken from the 
street in front of the building and from the interior, and the seven 

| who. hawe-died in hospitals. The building, he said, had been thor- 
oughly explored, and all the bodies taken out. 

The fire, the cause of which may never be definitely known, 
broke out at 4:35 pn. m. in the rear of the eighth floor, the lowest 
of three floors occupied as a factory by the Triangle Waist Co. 

More than one-third of those who lost their lives did so in 
jumping from“windows. The firemen who answered the first of 
four alarms found 30 bodies on the pavements of Washington place 
and Greene street. Almost all of thege were girls, as were the great 
majority of those who perished. 

Most of the bodies were identified by the pay envelopes in 
the pockets. : 

A single interior fire escape, a stairway, one passenger elevator 
and one frtight elevator offered the only means of escape from 
the building. For a loft building, under the specifications of the 
jaw, no other egress was required, and to this fact, which also 
permitted the use of the building as a factory, the dreadful death 


toll may be traced. 

The property damage resulting from the fire did not exceed $100,000. 
Part of this was in the building of the New York University Commercial! 
and law School, the next structure but one. Two floors of it were swept 
clean by the flames, which leaped the lower building between. 


RANKS WITH SLOCUM DISASTER 

To accommodate the unprecedented number of bodies, the Charities pier 
at the foot of East Twenty-sixth street-was opened for the first time since the 
steamer Slocum disaster of 1904, with which this will rank, for no fire in a 
building in New York ever claimed so many lives before.

NEW YORK, Mareh 25.——As the 
first whiffs of smoke came from the 
windows of the factory buliding at 
the northeast corner of Washington 
Place and Greene street this after- 


noon I was passing the corner. Here 
follows a description of what occurred 
as witnessec by myself and hundreds 
of spectators during the first five 
minutes and later by thousanas of 


men and women: 

For .fully a minute the spectators 
seemed in doubt as to whether the 
smoke meant a fire or was simply 
smoke from a machine used for manu- 
facturing purposes. Then a little 
tongue of flame appeared just over the 
top of an eighth story window on 
Washington Place side of the building. 

“That’s a fire all right. I am go- 
ing to send in an alarm,” said a man 
on the edge of a little group of men 
watching the fire. He set out on a 
run r Broadway, and as he did so 
a lit™e ripple of fire ran around the 
tops Woes other windows on the eighth 
floor. , 

Within another minute the entire 
eighth floor of the building was spout- 
ing little jets of flame from the win- 
dows, as if the floor was surrounded 
by a row of incandescent lights. From 
the street there was not the slightest 
indication that the fire was of a se 
rious nature. As a policeman arrived 
at the corner opposite the building a 
man remarked to him, “It’s mighty 
hard work burning one of these fire- 
proof buildings, but I guess it’s lucky

They could see 
what we could not, a rush of girls on 
the ninth and tenth floors of the build- 
ing toward the windows on the Wash- 
ington place front. 

Until that moment, there had ap- 
peared no signs of fire on the two upper 
floors, but puffs of smoke came from 
the windows and then a girl burst right 
through a window on the topmost floor 
and sprang out to death. Fire followed 
her, but disappeared for a time while 
the little lights began playing by the 
score about the upper window casing. 

Not Enough Alarms. 

The gladdest sound that ever. came 
to the ears of the spectators was the 
clanging of the bell announcing the 
first of the fire apparatus was com- 
ing from Broadway. 

Then a man who was standing close 
beside me and who was crying said 
dully: “What's the use? It’s only a 
chemical wagon and a hook and lad- 
der. They haven’t sent in enough 
alarms.” 

Is Battered to Pieces. 

The chemical, so valuable at small 

fires, was absolutely of no use, and

at the girl was unable to sustain 
her hold, and after what seemed a 
real struggle on her part to cling to 
the ladder, she came hurling down 
the remaining five 
street. 

As she lay upon the sidewalk her 
hair was burning and a fireman ran 
to her and put out the flames. with 
his hands. He knelt over the girl for 
a minute and then returned to the 
wagon. 

“It’s no use touching her now,” he 
said to a group of us, “She’s battered 
to pieces.” 

Watching Women Faint, 

Suddenly the streets began to fill 
with weeping girls, some supporting 
others who had fainted. Men and 
boys with hands and faces slashed 
by glass appeared inside ‘the police 
lines asking for a doctor, and for the 
first time the crowd of spectators 
learned that a large majority of the 
600 employes of the factory had suc- 
ceeded in reaching the street in safe- 
ty. But all had left friends in the 
burning rooms, and all were so dazed 
they could scarcely speak, 

The climax of the terrors on the 
street front came just as the first 
water tower came dashing into the 
street, at sight of which the crowd 
shouted with delight. While the 
tower was scarcely one square dis- 
tnat three girls leaped at practically 
the same moment from the tenth- 
story windows. I could see the throng 
that from three streets witnessed 
this fall. From the time of the first 
deep moan that told of the girls’ 


stories to the 





Ruilding. It is also ten stories high, 
but slightly overtops the burned 
structure. Several men appeared 
upon the roof of thg University build- 
ing and lowered If%iders to the win- 
dows farthermost west in the tenth 
stcery of the factory. 

From the street we had been un- 
able to see whether or not any girls 
were left alive on the top floor, but 
the minute the first ladder was low- 
ered it was grasped by a girl, who 
was pulled to safety on the roof of 
the University building. 

So much smoke was coming from 
the upper windows that it was im- 
possible to judge how many were 
saved in this way, but what appeared 
to be 10 or 12 bundles, representing 
saved. human beings, were pulled to 
the roof. It was only for a minute, 
howeer, as there appeared to be none 
left to grasp the ladders. 

Appeals Vainly to Crowd. 

Throughout the crowds could be 
heard a murmur of relief. Engines 
could be heard coming from all direc- 
ticns, and it appeared that the worst 
was known. Then the low murmur of 
the crowds raised every eye again 
to the upper windows of the building. 
At the westward window of the ninth 
floor a girl appeared standing on_the 
lower ledge of the window. She was 
the first to be seen on that floor. 

Stretching out her arms in an ap- 
peal for help the girl seemed _ to 
study the crowg below. The window 
in which she stéod was outlined with 
little tongues of flame. One flame 
touched her dress and it began to 
burn.

Breaks Promise. Given to San 
Francisco Police Chief to 
Observe Speed Law.

Johnson, champion heavyweight pugi- 
list of the world, who was sentenced 
to 2 in the county jail today, 
upon pleading guilty to violating the

Johnson appeared before Acting Police: 


Judge Treadwell and plead guilty. When 
sentence was pronounced Johnson, who 
had been acting as his own attorney at 
his numerous appearances before the 
local police courts on charges of violat- 
ing the speed ordinances, asked that 
someone be appointed to represent him. 


Attorney Gets Busy. 

Attorney Greeley, acting for Johnson, 
then asked for a stay of execution and 
an appeal bond. Judge Treadwell -de- 
clined to entertain either motion. de- 
claring that such an order could not be 
made in the case of a defendant who 
had pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor 





charge. Johnson’s attorney announced

he would apply to the Superior Court 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Shortly after his arrival here sev- 
eral weeks ago, Johnson wags con- 
victed by a jury on a charge of ex- 
ceeding the speed limit and a fine of 
$100 was imposed, He appealed 
against the fine and was again ar- 
rested on a similar charge while the 
appeal was pending. The service of 
this warrant was suspended by Chief 
of Police Seymour on Johnson’s prom- 
ise to refrain from again violating 
the speed ordinance, 

Old Charge Revived. 


Caught racing through the park 
on Wednesday he pleaded guilty on 
Thursday, with today’s sentence as 
the result.

Carrier pigeons, strong winged 
courageous, that often 
dreds of miles at aeroplane speed to fet 
back to their shed at the rear of 210 
Menard sirect, beat their wings against 
Windows of the shed yesterday morn- 
ing in a vain effort to force an”exit 
from their burning home. 

Two of the pigeons found an opening 
from the shed into the wire screened 
room adjoining and saved their lives. 
The others were suffocated or fatally 
burned in flying through the flames 
when the roof fell. 

One old hero of many a homing con- 
test flew through the flames when the 
falling raof gave him an opening, but 
fluttered hopelessiy to the ground as 
he passed the fire line. Then he tried 
it again, but tumbled over and over and 
fell dead in the yard with his right 
wing burned off and only the left one 
remaining with which to fly. 

Sixteen Were Young. 

There were 54 of the birds, all owned 
and bred by Willlam Hallade, who for- 
merly was.a member of the Mound City 
Pigeon Racing Club. Sixteen  IHittle 
‘ones, from a week to a month old, and 
four hen pigeons, which were setting on 
two eggs each. 

Among the old birds that were burned 
is one that flew home from Swifton, 
ArK., Sept. 27, 1908, ahead of 21 other 
racing pigeons. The distance was 200 
miles and his time showed that he had 
flown at the rate of 697.9 vards a min- 
ute. Better than this record was one 
made by another of the burned birds, 
which flew from Fulton, Ark.. 400 miles, 
July 5, 1908, and maintained an average 
Speed of 1054.86 yards a minute for the

TEA IS ORDERED TO 
STOP MASQUERADING 


Government Board Holds Arti- 
ficially Colored Product In- 


jurious to Health. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The Gov- 
ernment has declared war aginst ar- 
tificial tea. The Japanese packers will 
be the chief objective point. 

The standards for imported tea are 
fixed by the ‘‘Tea Board’’ of the Treas- 
ury Department. This is composed of 
experts and they have decidedgthat ar- 
tifically colored tea is injurtous to 
health, and that no more of it shat! be 
allowed entry to this couhtry. This does 
not mean that gréen tea will be entirely 
removed from the market, but the sys- 
tem of Japanese tea curing and pack- 
ing will have to be rearranged. 

Approximately 115,000,000 pounds of tea 
are imported annually from Japan. One- 
half of this quantity is artifically col- 
cored to make it rank as ‘green tea.’’

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The sil- 
ver-headed mace which represents the 
majesty of the United States Govern- 
ment and which is brought into the 
House of Representatives each morn- 
ine and placed beside the Speaker's 
desk, has been ordered to the silver- 
smiths for repairs. 

Its 70 years of symbolism have tol4 
upon the handsome old emblem. The 
numerous occasions during the Sixty- 
first Congress when the Sergeant-at- 
Arms was compelled to hurry down 
the aisle to use the great club as a 
warning to noisy members, have 
loosened its decorations. The eagle 
which surmounts the sphére is get- 
ting wobbly on his pins. 

The mace resembles the maces car- 
ried by the Romans. It is made of 
ebony, enwrapped with silver ribands, 
and :the top is a globe of silver,

Again See House Where Her 
Boy Died. 


CHILD BEFORE GRAND JURY 


Boy of Eight Tells of His Mother 
Having Bought 
Arsenic. 


Giving as the cause their fear that 


“another tragedy may cast its shadow 


across their threshold, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Schneider whose 9-year-old 


son, Ralph, was killed by poisoned 
oats from a sample package left on 
their window sill, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last night that they 
will move from 3713 Thompson ave- 
nue next Tuesday. ; 

“T don’t want anyone in this neighe 
borhood to know where we are 
going,” said Schneider. “We don’t 
want to be pursued by the enemy 
who took our little boy's life. 

Life Has Been Unhappy. 

“My wife and I have never spent 
a happy hour here since Ralph died. 
In some strange way it has got on 
our nerves. 

“Our milkman delivers the milk 
early every morning before we arise. 
The noise which he makes when he 
sets the bottle on the porch awakes 
us and we hurry out to get the milk 
to keep some one from putting poison 
in it. This may be a foolish fear, 
but we can’t help it.” 

ERight-Year-Old Boy Witness. 

The grand jury is now consider- 
ing the evidence in the Schneider 
poisoning case. One of the witnesses 
before the grand jury has been Fred- 
die Burhenne, 8-year-old son of Mrs. 
Clara  Burhenne of 3513 Natural 
Bridge road. Freddie was summoned 
after he told reporters his mother 
bought arsenic at a drug store in the 
neighborhood. 

An autopsy*showed Ralph Schnelid- 
er’s death was due to arsenic poison- 
ing, 

Mrs. BiMienne at first said she 
bought arsenic to kill rats and later 
told the police, while in a despondent 
mood over ill health, she had intend- 
ed to ¢ommit suicide*but changed her 
mind and threw away the poison.

LEFT MUCH MONEY 
TO LOCAL CHARITY 


The Residue of Estate Goes to 
His Widow, After $800,000 
Is Disposed Of. 
THREE CODICILS MADE 
Various Educational Institutions 
and Hospitals Are 
Beneficiaries. 





The will of Ezra H. Linley, presi- 
dent-.of the E. H. Linley Supply Co., 
who died March 9 at his home, 3760 


Lindell boulevard, disposes of be- 
quests aggregating more than $800.- 
000, after which the residue of the es- 
tate is bequeathed to the widow, An- 
na Elizabeth Liniey. There are three 
codicils to the original will, which 
was executed Feb. 20, 1909, and wit- 
nessed by Sidney S. Blackwell and 
John F, Lee. 

In the first codicil, dated on the 
same day as the original document 
was drawn, a legacy of $5000 to 
Washington University is increased 
to $50,000 as an endowment fund “in 
aiding worthy young men and women 
in obtaining an _ education.” The 
board of directors of the unlversity 
shall handle the fund and determine 
the outlay of its income. A similar 
bequest fof $25,000 to Sheffield Unt- 
versity is raised to $50,000 in this 
codicil. 

Fund for Relatives. 

A fund of $600,000, in trust of Mrs. 
Linley and the Mercantile Trust Co., 
is created in the original will for the 
benefit equally of William H. Kaye of 
St. Louis, John Linley, Katie Nolan 
and Sarah Jane Linley of § Sheffield, 
England, nephews and nieces of the 
testator, but the second codicil, dated 
Nov. 1, 1909, reduced this fund to 
$100,000 each. 

The sum of $25,000 is placed with 
the same trustees for Ailsa Linley 
Robinson, daughter of Sidney Jessup 
Robinson, described as “the valued 
friend” of Linley. A brother, Henry 
Hounsfield Linley, gets $10,000, and 
$4000 goes to an old friend, Willlam 
Milner, of Bornemouth, England. 

Lamis Bell, a faithful servant, gets 
$500, Willlam H. Brockman, a friend, 
$1000, and M. Chaille*Benson of Web- 
ster Groves, a friend of Mrs. Linley, 
$2506. 

Bequests to Charity. 

The following other charitable be- 
quests are made: Provident Association 
of St. Louis, $250; Hebert street Branch 
of the Little Sisters of the Poor, $250; 
Episcopal Orphans’ Home on South 
Grand avenue, $2000; Memorial Home for 
Aged People on South Grand avenue, 
$5000: St. Luke’s Hospital, $10,000 and 
St. Peter’s Episcopal Church, $20,000 for 
the support of the church. 

The Lindell boulevard home, which 
is included in the residue of the estate, 
also goes to Mrs. Linley. She gets a 
life interest in the pictures and other 
works of art in the home. At her death 
such of them as.the management of 
the Museum of Fine Arts may care to 


lutely to the city. 
Estate Pays Tax, 

In the event of the death of Mrs. 
Linley, the will specifies that David G. 
Evans shall act as executor. It is pro- 
vided that the collateral inheritance 
tax, chargeable on any bequest, shall 
be paid by the estate. Mrs. Linley has 
the power to appoint as trustee in 
place of the Mercantile Trust Co., the 
St. Louis Trust Co., or any other trust 
company in New York State. 

The bequests to Washington and Shef- 
field Universities are to be known as 
the “‘Kzra Hounsfieeld Linley Endow- 
ment Fund.” 

The first codicil to the will was wit- 
nessed by Jane M. Whitelaw and 
Charles M. Polk, the second, by Luther 
M. Kennett and J. M. Kelly and the 
third, by Maggie Osredker and Annie 
Butler. Lihley left no children. The 
value of the estate is not given. 


INJUNCTION STOPS RENT 








Kandeler Bros. Are Restrained 


From Collectin g. 


A temporary injunction was issued by 
Judge Grimm yesterday restraining 
Kandeler Bros., proprietors of the 
Rembrandt Studio, from collecting rent 
from George Waldbart, a florist, at 516 
North Grand avenue, who occupies the 
premises as a sub-tenant of the Kan- 
delers. 

The injunction order was obtained by 
Attorney Leighton Shields for Wald- 
bart, pending the settlement of litiga- 
tion between his client and the Kan- 
delers. Waldbart contends that the 
rent of $10 a month should be applied 
on a note for $5000, which has heen 
reduced to $3000, and which he holds 
against W. T. Kandeler and wife.

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UT in the little town of Lindsborg, on the 
broad, high prairies of Kansas, in the 
midst of the greatest wheat-growing sec- 

tion of the world, each spring during Holy Week 
there is held a sacred musical festival, probably 
without an equal or a counterpart in the entire 
world. 

Four times each year 600 singers of the little 
Swedish colony around Lindsborg sing Handel's 
oratorio, “The Messiah,” and they sing it as only 
that many persons naturally musical can sing it, 
devoutly, thankfully and with real fervor. 

There is not another chorus like the one at 
Lindsborg in the country, probably not in the 
world. There is not another festival like that fn 
the Smoky Hill River Valley in America, and it 
is said that in many ways the only event which 
may be compared with the Lindsborg “Messiah” 
festival is the devotion and fervor cf the peasants 
of the village of Oberammergau in presenting 
their Passion Play. 

The festival at Lindsborg has been an event 
in Kansas for 25 years, but it has only become 
known to people outside the State within the 
past few years. For the first few years of its 
existence the annual] festival was given for the 
especial benefit of the little colony of Swedes 
who had settled around and in Lindsborg. 

It was a reminder to them of the peace, pres- 
ervation and prosperity that has come to the 
pilgrims from Sweden and in appreciation for the 
work of Bethany College, a school founded, con- 
trolled and fostered by the Swedish farmers that 
their sons and daughters might have the benefit 
of a higher education. 

People travel hundreds of miles to hear “The 
Messiah.” at Lindsborg. Some go that distance 
for a vacation, some out of curiosity, but the ma- 
jority make.the jourftey to hear the wonderful 
chorus, actuated only by their love of the beauti- 
ful and sacred in music. From 12,000 to 20,000 
persons journey to Lindsborg eaeh year for the 
festival. 

They come from all parts of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Missouri, Colorado, Nebraska in crowds. while 
music loveis from Chicago, New York, Boston 
and other Eastern music centers are beginning 
to make the annual pilgrimage. Critics from all 
parts of the country have heard the great chorus 
of 600 men and women and they have pronounced 
the festival without an equal. 

Over thirty years ago Bethany College was 
founded among the Swedes of the Kansas colony. 
It was without endowment or money or reputa- 
tion, yet it had the support of the few farmers 
who had moved to that country, and it now has 
nearly one thousand enrolled students. 

In 1879 Dr. Olaf Olsson, 
head of the Western division 
of the Lutheran Church, heard 
“The Messiah” in London. It 
made so great an impression 
on him tha he secured the 
score, and on his return to 
Rock Island, Ill., he organized 
a chorus and orchestra, and 
trained them in the oratorio. 

The proceeds were to help the 
Swedish colleges in this coun- 
try, 

A year later Bethany College 
was ated at Lindsborg and

ganization was that of a chorus and orchestra of 
the neighboring people to sing “The Messiah,” the 
proceeds to help build the college and: to support 
it.

Since its first presentation “The Messiah” has: 


been given 25 times in Lindsborg and the pro- 
ceeds from the concerts have made it possible 
for the trustees of the school to erect numerous 
large and finely equipped buildings for the school 
and an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 4000 where the concerts 
are given each year: 
Nearly every person in and 
around Lindsborg can sing or play 
some musical instrument, and they 
can do it artistically. Besides the 
chorus of nearly six hundred, there 
is an orchestra and band of 40 
pieces, and either one of these or- 
ganizations can put to shame many 
of. the professional musical com- 
panies of the cities. 
These people play and sing for 
the pure love and enjoyment of the 
music. True, an admission fee is 
charged, but the money goes to the 
college and to charity and to help 


The singers and 
players neither ask nor 


expect any compensation for their services.

costs $4150. Its average commercial 
Valué at its twentieth birthday is 
reckoned at $4000, something of a 
deficit for parents or State to meet. 

But from that day its value in- 
creases by leaps and bounds, and by 
the time it has reached 30 it has be- 
come a big asset to the community, 
being flow worth $16,000, this being 
the value at its twentieth birthday, 
plus $12,000, his subsequent earn- 
ings. a 

Up to his thirtieth year, cold sta- 
tistics show, hig maintenance educa: 
tion, etc., has cost parents of State 
and himeelf $10,500, leaving a net 
profit of just $6850 on the invest- 
ment of dimples and smiles which 
30 years before was the object of 
adoring parent love. 

Now, of course, there are many 
parents who will resent the estimate 
of $2900 as the value of their par- 
ticular babies. And, understand, 
these objecting parenta are not al- 
ways found in the Homes of wealth 
and refineémest. Many & man of slen- 
der means hia his very 
soul to save his @hild from threat- 
ened kidnapers. 

Every child has its individual val- 
ue in the eyes Of those who love it, 
from the latest addition to a tene- 
mént house ciréle to the newest ar- 
rival on Milliofa@ire Row: but when 
the Government or the State begins 
to collect statistics it cuts out senti- 
ment and bumthes babies—babies 
rich and babies poor, babies welcome 
and babies regatded with resent- 
ment; babies dimpled and babies 
scrawny; babies for whom their par- 
ents would givé the bleod of life it- 
self, and babieg gladly turned over 
to the State of the good Sisters for 
the bare necessities of life—bunches 
them in a cold-Blooded and practical 


Way. . 

The little laddies who will have 
Only a few years in the grade schools 
and then enter the mine or the fae- 
tory, and the heir to millions who 


will finish off his expensive edtca- 
tion by a tour of the world; the litgle 
maidén who starts life with a single 


garment and gets only one at a time: 


unti} she earns more by the toil of 
her own hands, and the heiress to 
millions whose layette is made in 
foreign convents, are all tossed into 
one statistical heap and averaged up 
to méet the neéds of the State. And 
out of the hopper of facts and figures 
they roll, worth at 20, $4000 and at 
30 $16,000. Net profit on his own 
birth, $5850. 

Laying aside the sentiment which 
might lead parents to doubt the pos- 
sibility of appraising in dollars and 
cents the value of child life, this 
work of the National Conservation 
Committee has a deep significance. 

Many wise men in the Nationa! 
Government, students of sociology, 
experts in municipal hygiene and ed- 
ucators in general have decided that 
America, wastful along so many lines, 
has been especially wasteful of its 
child life, and that in the past few 
years it h&g lost in child life through 
prevefitable and postponable deaths, 
expenditures for illness and the like 
about $100,000,000 annually. 

A neglected baby, dying in a tene- 
tent while ite harried mother works 
out by the day, may not strike the 
average busy city man or woman as 
anything more than a pathetic com- 
monplace of modern life. Many pase 
off auch an incident with the familiar 
platitudé, “Poor little thing. It’s bet- 
ter off in heaven!” That the State 
had lost anything by this death 
would fever occur to most people. 

But gtatistica prove that this poor 
little gasping creature, properly tend- 
éd and saved to become a aelf-sup- 
porting citizen, is actualy worth 
$2600 to the State today, and on its 
thirtieth birthday will be worth a net 
profit of $6860 on the amount 6x- 
pended to that date for its mainten- 
ance and training.

Would ‘you refuse a piece of proper- 
ty, even though it did not pay im- 
mediate returns, if you khew that in 
80 years it would pay you a het profit 
of $5850 on a toal ifivéstment of 
$10,500? No wonder the National 
Conservation Committee is petting 
busy, for it is trying to Save to the 
State those baby lives that are wuf- 
necessarily lost. 

New York City was the first mu- 
nicipality in the world to recognisze 


‘the vital importance of chilé&-congerv: 


ation. Three yearsagoit established 
a bureau of child-hygiene, tinder the 
direction of the Board of Health, 
with Dr. S. Josephine Baker in 
charge. This bureau watches over 
the children of New York from the 
day of their birth to the day they 
issue forth from the schoolroom to 
receive “working papers’ and ’be- 
come wage-éarners. A represertativ 
of the bureau is the baby’s first call- 
er, after doctor or midwife has gone. 

This representative sees that the 
baby has a fair’ start in life, that it 
is properly clothed and fed. Anh- 
other representative steers the baby 
through teething and its dangerous 
second stimmer. Another representa. 
tive follows the child into the school- 
room and sées that it has no ade- 
noids in ite throat, no deficiency of 
sight, hearing or breathing, no taint. 
of tuberculosis. And when its school 
days are over the same bureau de- 
cides whether it is strong enough to 
become a youthful toiler. 

This wonderftil bureau costs the 
City of New York $380,000 a year. 
It employs 161 physicians and 142 
nurses. It has recently secured an 
appropriation of $40,000 with which 
fo equip 15 new milk stations, There 
was not much trouble about getting 
this appropriation because the bu- 
rea was able to show that during 
the summer of 1910 ite vigilance had 
réduced the mortality of infants un- 
der 1 year old to the lowest record 
ever made by the Board of Health 
of New York City. 

Philadelphia, after studying New 


York's Bureau of Child-Hygiene, has 
secyred anh appropriation for &@ simi- 
lar organization, Chicago is working 
for the establishment of a bureau, 
and cities the world over, from 8t. 
Petersburg to St. Lovis and San 
Franeciseo, aré writing New York for 
pointers on this latest organization 
to protect child life in the cities, 

The conservation of child morals 
lieg behind the world-wide moverient 
for juvenile courts and juvenile pro. 
tective leagties. Chicago spends fit 
thousands but millions to pfetect 
quarters, where congestion and en- 
vironment get in their deadly wérk. 

An American woman, the Duchess of 
Mafiborough, formerly Consuelo Van. 
derbélt, is responsible for the miove- 
ment in London to protect the ¢hil- 
dren of prisoners who heretofore 
faced a hopeless existence and were 
regarded as hardly worth savifig. An 
other American womafi, the Countes: 
Szechenyi, formerly Gladys Vander: 
bilt, has started the Movement to es: 
tablish juvenile cOufts in her adopt 
ed country, Hungary,

spector of Weights and Measures of 
tre City of Indianapolis, has been; 
but over aud above all the things 
mentioned Mr. Wulfson is a diplomat. 

This is clearly shown in his latest 
bid for fame—the organization of the 
Housewives’ Weights and Measures 
Piotective Association. This society 
was formed a few days ago at a mass 
meeting of the women of the city 
called for the purpose by Mr. Wulf- 
son, who has given himself over to 
driving what he regards as dishonest 
peddlers, marketers and merchants 
out of business and forcing plurveyors 

of* the necessities -to give honest 
weight and full measure to the con- 
sumer. 

This remarkable mass meeting was 
attended by more than a thousand 
prominent women of the city and it 
was presided over by Dr. Amelia R. 
Keller, a practiéing physician of In- 
dianapolis, a leader in the work of 
women’s clubs and in the woman suf- 
frage movement. She was later made 
permanent president of the associa- 
tion. The other officers chosen, 
well known in club and social circles, 
are as follows: Vice-president, Mrs. 
John F. Barnhill; secretary-treasurer, 
Mrs. W. T. Barnes; trustees, Mrs. F. 
M. Gipe. Mrs. Henry Riesenberg and 
Mrs. J. H. Byers. 

The women were not slow to re- 
spond to the invitation of Wulfso 


RAND operas singer, 


for they had been hearing about him 


for four or five years in his war on 
the iceman, on the oilman, the potato 
peddler and others who sell and de- 
liver commodities from door to door 
in the residence districts. They had 
also heard of Wulfson’'s raids on the 
city market, where he confiscated 
defective and fraudulent measures 
and arrested the dealers, who.were 
Tater convicted and fined in court. 

These incidents, which were pub- 
lished from time to time in the news- 
papers, appealed to the feminine 
“heads of families,’ especially in 
times when the cost of living was 
high. Wulfson was so persistent in 
his war on dealers that his work be- 
caine known not only in his own city, 
but in many parts of the country. 

His office, up until the time he 
took hold of it as a political reward. 
had been a purely political office, 
with little or nothing to do. But not 
80 with Wulfson. 

He looked up the law under which 
It was created and then he proceeded 
to™™ferce the law, to the astonish- 
me f his superiors and associates. 
And ue enforced it to such good pur- 
pose that the offfice, instead of being 
a “joke,” became a self-supporting 
otfice, and besides turned many thou- 
Sand dollars a year into the city 
treasury. ,

Jn Wulfson. When he announced 
that in order to carry his war further 
against the alleged dishonest dealers 
he wished to instruct the women of 
the city in knowing what was ful) 
weight and full measure and how to 
get it, they gave heed to his invi- 
tation, It was a determined band of 
housewives that left Tomlinson Hall 
‘ after the City Inspector had exhibited 
scores of false measures of all kinds 
and exposed tricks of the men who 
defrauded purchasers right and left. 
“It would take all the militia of the 
United States.” declared Mr. Wult- 
son, “to watch all the crooked deal- 
ers

I go 
after the grocer for selling coal oi] 
in cans that are ‘short’ and he tells 
me that the oil has evaporated. | 
am a bad man?

Then Mr. Wulfson exhibited a half\ 
bushel measure with a layer of ap- 
ples artfully nailed to the bottom, 


cided percentage for the dealer. 

The astonishment of the women 
was interesting to note as the In- 
spector told one way after an other 
in which the dishonest dealers “got 
the best of” their customers. Then 
hundreds of women remembered how 
just such things had seemed curious 
to them when they had been making 
purchases, but they had never stopped 
to think that they had been the vic- 
tims of a deliberate and carefully 
planned fraud. 

“1 get these fellows, and yet some 
say T am a bad man,” said the [n- 
spector. “No, ladies, I am not a 
sle'ght-of-hand performer or a spirit- 
valist, but this is the way it is done 
(exhibiting the measure with the 
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phony layer 
apples). There 
your bushel of 
apples, ladies.. Now 
you get them and now 
you don’t. 

“It’s simply up to you. 
Go to the store and buy 
what you need, and then see 
that you get what you buy. 
Now, if you join this association 
you will assist in the work. I have 
two deputies, but it is more than we 
can do to watch all the ‘crooks.’ With 
you assisting there won’t be a one of 
them to ’short-weight’ you. 

“Did you ever notice how expert 
your butcher is in cutting off exactly 
the amount of meat you ask for? He 
puts it on the scales and He talks to 
you while he does it. Then he whisks 
it into a paper and hands it to gou. 

“You pay for what you ask for, but 
you don’t get it. You pay for a pint 
or a quart of milk, but you don’t get 
it. You pay for a bushel of potatoes 
and you get three pecks, because you 
are not exactly familiar with the bulk 
and do not see that the bushel is 
short.” 

And every woman present turned 
and looked at the woman next to her 
and said: “Isn’t that just too true 
about the butcher? Why, since he 
speaks of it, I remember many times 
when it has been just that very way.” 

And so the meeting of housewives 
was a success far beyond even the 
hopes of Wulfson himself. The asso- 
ciation was organized right then and 
there and it has been growing every 
day since. Dr. Keller urged every 
woman present to give her name and 
aid to the association, declaring that 
the high cost of living made it neces- 
sary that purchasers get the equiv- 
alent of their money. 

Inspector Wulfson distributed cards 
among the womeu present on which 
was printed a table giving the legal 
weight per bushel of the various com- 
modities, and other information, and 
these cards for a time got Wulfson 
into trouble. 

However, it was in this matter that 
Wulfson showed his diplomacy in 
having interested the women in his 
work. His crusade had made some 
enemies among merchants and deal- 
ers and, through political influence, 
opposition had been brought to bear 
against him. 

While as a politician he had got 
his place as Inspector, he declared 
that there was absolutely no politics 
in the adm/‘nistration of his office, 
and there has never been any evi- 
dence to the contrary. But /there 
were those who did not like his activ- 
ity, and it came to pass that the 
Board of Safety would not allow a 
horse for his department, and later,

when he presented a bill for the 
printing of the cards which he dis- 
tributed at the meeting of the house- 
wives, the Board of Safety refused to 
allow it on a mere technicality, and 
hinted to the Inspector that he wus 
carrying on his work a little too in- 
dustriously. A City Councilman even 
hinted that he thought Wulfson’s de- 
partment was a failure and that he 
would introduce an ordinance abol- 
ishing the place. 

Then did Wulfson’s diplomacy be- 
come apparent. The women of the 
city, the members of the Housewives’ 
Weights and Measures Protective As- 
sociation, rose up in indignation. 
They sent contributions to the press 
to defray the expense Wulfson had 
gone to in providing the cards with 
the tables. 

They also denounced the action of 
the board. 4n fact, the public op'nion 
became so strong fhat the Board of 
Safety beat a hasty retrert. 

Wulfson was appointed Inspector 
about six years ago, being reappoint 
ed by the last city administration. 
Since that time he has figured in 
many sensational crusades, the most 
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celebrated 

of which 

was ‘a_ fight 

against the 

Standard Oi) Co., 

which he defeated and 

brought to time by meth- 

ods that were novel agd 
peculiar. Soon after he ‘‘be- 

gan to enforce the law” he 
learned that he would have to 
“have the goods,” as he expressed it. 
meaning conclusive evidence on 
which to base a prosecution. He 
started out to get the “goods.” 

This offered Mr. Wulfson a good 
oppoitunity to display his detective 
ability, and he figured that he could 
don a business suit, house slippers 
and a pair of “specs”? and catch the 
Standard Oil drivers every time. He 
made arrangements with a certain 
family to occupy the residence for a 
few hours. 

He arrayed himself as described, 
took a newspaper, found an easy cha'r 
in the kitchen and made himself com- 
fortable. The hours dragged along, 
but Itttle “Izzy” waited. It seemed 
as though that oil wagon: would 
never come. 

But finally it did arrive, and in re- 
ply to the driver’s question, if any 
“tle’ was wanted, the lady, of the 
house said that she wished 4 gallons 
—full. Wulfson sat quietly behind 
his newspaper while the wagon dviv- 
er measured out the oil. One gallon, 
two gallons, three galions, four gal- 
lons.. “There you are,” the driver 
said and started to turn away. 


Wulfson dashed his newspaper to 
the floor, leaped from his chair, 


vanked his cigar from his mouth and? 


let out a yell. Regardless of his 
nicely creased black trousers and h'‘r 
immaculate linen, Wulfson remeas- 
ured the oil with his own standard 
gallon cup and found thatthe quan-

Then Wulfson made war on the 
patent containers used by the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. in delivering oil to con- 
sumers. These containers are sup- 
posed to hold a gallon and are filled 
by a special machine, the only way 
in which they can be filled.

Trust's legal department 
rushed attorneys and managers to 
Indianapolis to look after the matter. 
A compromise was effected in this 
controversy, but it wes greatly to the 
benefit of the city and was a great 
victory for Wulfson. 

Still he pursued the drivers. and 
the upshot of the fight was that the 
Oil Trust was forced to resort to the 
plan of selling ofl “by the ean” to 
‘reep from running foul of the eagie- 
eyed Inspector. 

Wulfson also got efigr the iceman. 
About 4 o’clock oné morning the 
buvly driver nearly dropped his tongs 
when a diminutive figure in overalls 
and jumper hopped out from bebind 
an ash barrel in the rear of a private 
home in the residence district and 
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yelled -at the iceman. He had de- 
livered a piece of ice for which he 
had collected a hundred-pound ticket, 
but when Wulfson weighed the ice 
it tipped the scales only at about 75 
pounds. 

The driver was arrested forthwith 
and carted off to the police station, 
while the company nad to send an- 
other driver to finish the wagon’s 
trip. Thereafter Wulfson was always 
on the job, appearing here and there 
at unexpected times. fs made things 
so hot for the ficemen that they had 
to be good, for they never knew 
when Wulfson might come upon 
them. 

On one occasion Wulfson trailed 
a potato peddler for two days and 
two nights, but landed him the sec- 
ond morning about 5 o’clock and con- 
victed him, too, of selling with a 
false measure. 

“While I am a politician,” he often 
said, “there is no politics in this 
office, and I would expect my own 
brother to be just as square as | 
would any merchant or dealer. J] am 
nut here by the people to protect 
‘hem, and I only know this, that the 
law must be enforced.” 

One of Wulfson's greatest cases 
was when he heard it whispered one 
day that pe weighmaster at one of 
the hay ma. 2ts was jm a “deal” with 
certain farmers, by which customers 
were defrauded through a system of 
raised weight certificates. Wulfson 
disguised himself again and mingled 
with the crowd at the hay market. 

He wore tattered clothes, had a cob 
nine and walked with a limp. He 
talked with everybody who would 
talk with him and he learned much 
about the dealings of the weighmas- 
ter and a gertain farmer. The next 
day both men were arrested and 
when they were confronted with the 
evidence against them both confessed 
and they were fined. 


Wulfson’s fame-epread far and 
wide. He wrote to Washington for 
information and received a reply in 
which he himself was asked for de- 
tails in connection blag the work he 
was doing. He now Often displays 
with some pride a letter of thanks 
from Herbert Knox Smith, Commi 
sioner of Corporations at Washing- 
ton, D. C. This letter is not all--he 
has one from P. A. McMahon, Deputy 
Warden of the Standards, Standards 
Department, Board of Trade, West- 
minster, 8. W., London, England. 

Last summer Wulfson went “down 
East” to look after the question of 
certified milk, but when he got there 
he found that they needed his in- 
formatior more than he needed -what 
they could tell him. He startled New 
Yorkers by telling the city officials 


that they were losing $10,000,000 by{- 


neglecting their Department 
Weights and Measures. 

Wulfson is a remardaable person 
and a man of strong pevsonality, He 
was born about years ago in a lit- 
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rag 
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tle town called Bousk, in Kuriand, 
between Russia and Germany. When 
he was 8 years old his father bundled 
him off to Berlin to study music and 
Isido. learned to sing. He made 
such a success of it that he became 
a member of the Royal CG §nd Opera 
Company. ‘ 

But Isidor lenged for othe: lands, 
and in 1881 he came to America at 
the special invitation of Conrted, 
manager of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company. He took leading roles, 
and finally decided that he would 
rather be a manager himself. 

He organized the European Operet- 
ic and Dramatic Company and tou-ed 
the country. In this as in other th'ngs 
he made a success. Later he himself 
took the leading role, Joseph, in an 
opera of that name, and was on the 
high road to fame when he grew 
weary of the profession. 

Flattering press notices came to 
Wulfson, and, according to them, he 
was a fine.singer. In the St. Louls 
Globe-Democrat of the Sunday mort- 
ing issue of Dec. 23, 1888, he was 
spoken of highly in the review of the 
opera “Joseph,” which had been 
given there by his company. His 
voice was praised as pure and sweet. 
This and manv other notices are pre- 
served by Wulfson, just, as he says, 
“to. show that I did not carry a pack 
in my younger days” 

But Wulfson tired of it all—just 
about the time of Benjamin Ha:ri- 
son's first campaign for the presi- 
dency. Campaign orators were in de- 
mand, and especially some who could 
speak several languages. Wulfson 
could speak five, and he had no dif- 
ficulty in getting a place. This was 
the way he got into politics. 

Later he made more speeches, and 
then returned to opera, but he final- 
ally left the stage and embarked ‘n 
business when he took a wife. He 
became a cigar manufacturer in Ev-

The third, Phillip 
Henry Sheridan, be- 
gan his Civil War 
career by auditing 
afmy books in S&t. 
Louis. 
Although Grant was 
mustered in at Mat- 
toon, [whe was in 
St. L n the day 
af tuc capture of 
Jackson and 
opped Col. Frank P. 
Blair on the march to 
express sympathy with the enter- 
prise. He began his Civil War 
career at Cape Girardeau, and 
‘earned there, through his own ‘pan- 
ic, the invaluable lesson that his 
enemy was likely to be just as 
frightened as he was. 
Sherman’s connection with St. 
Louis was even more intimate. He 
had been associated in business for 
several years with the late James 
Hunt Lucas of this city and had 
made his home first on Chouteau av- 
enue, near Twelfth street, and then 
on Locust street, near Eleventh 
Street. At the outbreak of the war 
Sherman was president of the Fifth 
Street Railroad Co.,: horse car con- 
cern, which is now the Broadway line 
of the United Railways. He. too, 
strangely enough, was here when 
Camp Jackson was taken, and fell 
on his face to escape a volley of bul- 
lets fired by the undisciplined Ger- 
man volunteers into a mob of South- 
ern sympathizers. 
His remains rest in Calvary Ceme- 


tery, St. Louis, beside those of his 


wife and of his son Willie, who died 
at the age of 9, after the capture 
of Vicksburg. The boy, who was 
known to the soldiers as ‘Sergeant 
Willie.” from his..habit of drilling 
with them with a toy musket, suc- 
cumbed to typhoid fever at Memphis. 
His “fellow-soldiers,” with their own 
hands. designed and constructed the 
monument which now stands at his 
head. 

Sherman's first residence in St. 
Louis began in 1850, after he had 
served in the Mexican War, but not 
at the front. He was quartermaster 
: Francisco, while Grant wus 
marching w‘th General Scott to the 
conquest of the City of Mexico. 

Shermen was appointed captain of 
the First Dregoons and was sta- 
tioned at Jefferson Barracks, then 
the largest military camp in the 
United States. He remained here for 
two years. and resigned from the 
army to become resident manager 
of a San Francisco bank established 
by his friend Lucas. He opened the 
bank in 1854 and closed it in 1857, 


because Lucas wished to transfer the /tion, 


business to New York. 

The banking firm of J. H. Lucas 
& Co. in St. Louis suspended during 
the panic in the fall of 1857 and the 
New York office closed. Sherman 
boasted that not one customer of J. 
H. Lucas & Co. lost a cent. 

The future warrior’s era of hard 
times began. For a rear he attempt- 
ed to practice law with his brothers- 
in-law at Leavenworth, Kan. and 
was admitted to the bar, he relates, 
“without examination, on the ground 
of general intelligence.” 

In the autumn of 1859 he was glad 
to accept a position as superintend- 
ent of the Lou'siana Seminary of 
Learning and Military Academy at 
Alexandria, La. During these years 
he was continually visiting St. Louis. 

Concerning Louisiana during 1860, 
which was in a turmoil over the 
Slavery agitation,.Sherman says: “T 
think my general opinions were well 
known and understood, viz: that 
secession was treason, was war.” 

His personality was nervous. ex- 
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Gitable and vehement, 
and he was addicted 
to discussing his 
opinions with voluble 
frankness, regardless 
of time or place. 


At a dinner given 
by Gov. Thomas OO. 
Moore of Louisiana, 
Sherman was asked 
why it was that he 
was superintendent of 
a military schoo] in 
the South, while his 
brother, John Sherman of Ohio, was 
the “abolitionist” candidate for 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives. 

Sherman admitted that his brother 
was opposed to slavery, but denied 
that he was an abclitionist. He then 
launched forth into his own opin- 
ions concerning the “divine institu- 
tion,” and startled some of his hear- 
ers by declaring that black families 
should never be 
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Soon afterwards occurred an inci- 
dent in which President Lincoln's 
inveterate habit of humor aroused 
Sherman’s ire and caused him, for a 
time, to wash his hands of the Civil 
War.

Louis militia into camp at Lindell’s 
jJrove, which lay between Olive 
street and Laclede avenue and Grand 
and Garrison avenues, on the west- 
ern outskirts of the city.’ The pur- 
pose of the encampment was ostensi- 
bly for drill, but the muster was be- 
lieved to be preliminary to an attack 
on the United States‘ Arsenal, in 
south St. Louis. The site was named 
“Camp Jackson” in hono; of the Gov- 
ernor. 

Sherman, in his memoirs, affords a 
vivid and lively account of the oc- 
currences which saved St. Louis and 
eventually Missouri to the Union. 

“T remember going to the Arsenal 
on May 9,” he relates, “taking the 
children with me in the street cars. 
Within the Arsenal walls were drawn 
up in parallel lines four regiments of 
the ‘Home Guards,’ and I saw men 
distributing cartridges. I also saw 
Gen, Nathaniel Lyon running about 
with his hair in the wind, his pockets 
full of papers, wild and irregular: but 
I knew him to be a man of vehement 
purpose and of determined action. 

“The next morning I went up to 
the office in Bremen and heard at 
every corner of the streets that ‘the 
Dutch’ were moving on Camp’ Jack- 
son. People were barricading their 
houses and men were running in that 
direction. I hurried through my 
business as quickly as I could and 
got back to my house on Locust 
street by 12 o’clock. 

“Charles Ewing and John Hunter 
were there and insisted on going to 
the camp to ‘see the fun.’ I tried to 
dissuade them, saying that in case 
of conflict the bystanders were more 
likely to be killed than the men en- 
gaged; but they would go. I felt as 
much interest as anybody else, but 
stayed at home. . 

“Miss Eliza Deans, who lived oppo- 
site us, called me across the street, 
told me that her brother-in-law, Dr. 
Scott, was a surgeon at the camp and 
that she feared he would be killed. 
She wou.i not be comforted, saying 


the city. 

“A band of music was playing at 
the head. 

“At that part of the road was an 
emba#kment,about 8 feet high, and 
a drunken fellow tried to pass over 
it to the people opposite. One of the 
sergeants ordered him back 
barred his progress with his musket. 
The drunken man seized the musket, 
the Sergeant threw him off with vio- 
lence and he rolled over and over 
down the bank. He picked himself 
up and mounted the embankment 
again. He had a sn‘sll pistol, which 
he fired, and I heard that the ball 
struck the leg of one of Osterhaus’ 
staff. 

“The regiment stop ed, there was a 
moment of confusion and the sol- 
diers of tha. regiment started firing 
over our heads in the grove. I heard 
the balls cutting the leaves over our 
heads and saw men and women run- 
ning in all directions, some of them 
wounded. Charles Ewing threw Wil- 
lie on the ground and covered him 
with his body. I also threw myself 
on the ground. Several persons were 
killed.” 

Sherman hoped to be permitted to 
recruit his regiment in St. Louis, but 
was instructed to report at Washing- 
ton for inspection duty. He resigned 
as president of the Fifth Street Rail- 
road, to take effect the last of May, 
so that he drew pay from the com- 
pany for only two months’ service. 
His family remained for a time in St. 
Louis, and then went to Lancaster, O. 

During the tremendous campaigns 
of the Tennessee and Cumberland 
rivers, of Pittsburg Landing and 
Vicksburg, by which Grant and Sher- 
man advanced in fame by leaps and 
bounds, both were constantly in tele- 
graphic communication with ‘St. 
Louis, the headquarters of Major-Gen- 
eral Halleck, commander of the De- 
partment of the Mississippi. After 
Vicksburg, Sherman summoned his 
family to the Mississippi stronghold 
by way of St. Louis.

At the close of the war, of which‘ 


he had become the greatest Union 
hero after Grant, Sherman came to 
St. Louis as commander of the Mili- 
tary Division of the Mississippi, 
which included the departments of 
Ohio, Missouri and Arkansas. To St. 
Louis he brought his family—-he was 
anxious “to make their acquaint- 
ance,” as he observed—and passed a 
very pleasant year, divided between 
the routine of his office, study, in- 
spection of posts, visits to Indian 
tribes and the preparation of the pa- 
pers which were to supply materials 
for his “memoirs,” published a few 
years later. 

Sherman’s excitability ‘and quick 
temper, which persisted until his 
death, in 1891, caused him to leave 
St. Louis in a fit of mortification 
when he was appointed Lieutenant- 
General of the United States Army ifn 
1866. In a conversation with the late 
Francis A. Whittaker of this city, 
who had made a foftune in pork, 
Sherman declared bitterly that “the 
pen is mightier than the sword,” and 
added, “I méan the pigpen.”

Sherman had previously won 
Grant’s unshakable confidence by his 
energy and skill at Fort Donelson, 
Shiloh, Vicksburg and Nashville. 
After the demolition of Gen. Bragg 
by Grant at Lookout Mountain, 
Sherman was sent in pursuit of Gen. 
Joseph E. Johnston. who rallied the 
Confederates. 

Sherman’s advance in pursuit of 
Johnston from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta is regarded as a masterpiece of 
warfare. At every step the Union 
soldiers were compelled to encounter 
Johnston in a new fortified position, 
as he fell back fighting: for every 
inch. Sherman again and again dis- 
lodged h‘s stubborn foe by flanking 
his position, until finally Johnston 
was compelled to shield himself. be- 
hind the strong fortifications of At- 
lanta. 

President Davis removed Johnston 
and replaced him wi.h Gen. Hood, to 
whom a Fabian policy was hateful. 
In a number of terrific battles around 
Atlanta Sherman was able to tighten 
his iron grip about the doomed city. 
The Union General was informed one 
morning that Hood had detamped 
during the night. This victory had a 
decisive effect upon the presidential 
election of 1864 and helped te tweep 
Lincoln into a re-election, which was 
previously doubtful, because of des- 
pondency in the North over the prog- 
ress of the war. |

With the further removal of restrictions by the 
the rush will undoubtedly 
be greater than ever. At 10 o’clock of the night 
of March 16, just as the Legislature was ready to 
adjourn sine die, a bill was rushed through both 
houses throwing the gates of Reno still wider 
open to the mismated. 

All discretionary powers were taken away 
from the judges by this new act, and the only 
requisite to a decree here now is six months’ 
physical residence—with the option of leaving 
the State frequently during that timé. 

The Overland Limited stops here at 8 a. m. 
daily. Each train brings new would-be divorcees 
—to say nothing of an occasional man—from the 
East. They get off at the pretty station, to stay 
here until freedom is attained. But it isn’t so 
easy as it used to be—not thaf the laws are less 
lax. The reason is that the cases pile up more 
rapidly than the judges can handle them, and 
the recent death of Judge Pike has added to the 
congestion. 

Everybody connected with, the courts is work- 
ing overtime, and the Govefnor had stepped in. 
He has designated two judges to preside over 
Washoe County cases, the better to expedite 
matters. Even now there are 30 Eastern women 
alone who have acquired the necessary six 
months’ residence and are eager to have their 
cases reached. 

In this little mountain city of 15,000 souls more 
than 5 per cent of the population are those who 
would be free from Cupid’s bonds. There are 
quite 800 in the divorce colony now, and the 
number is being added to faster than it can be 
lessened. To paraphrase J. P. Morgan. the New 
York financier, Reno is glutted with undigested 
divorces. 

Why? 

Because today Nevada stands as the only State 
in the Union where a six months’ residence en- 
rhies ene to sue for divorce--And such an easy 
d’'werre? Nobody ever tries here for the divorce 
that can be had even in so strict a state as New 
York. It is the easy ground which attracts’ to 
Reno—desertion—ah, royal road to freedom!—or 
incompatibility, or cruelty, which can even be 
interpreted to mean a cruel husband who doesn’t 
believe in women smoking cigarettes or prefer- 
ring puppies to children. Drunkenness seems 
even too vulgar a plea for the much-desired sep- 
avrtion, when it can be had so much more easily. 

There are two classes in Reno society—the real 
people. who go to church and have their own gso- 
efety and their clubs and all that sort of thing 
which-belones In every.normal American city-and 
town—and the divorce colony. But it is the di- 
vyorce colony which is in evidence— argely from 
New York and the big cities of the Mw Where 
one society celebrity like Mrs. Smith Hollins Mc# 
Kim or Mrs. Henry Spies Kip goes twice as many 
come. Margaret Illineton and Virginia Harned 
have long since gone, but there are others from 
the stage to take their places. 

In fact, the divorce ecterie quite rules the so- 
clety of this bustling little town. Take the ad- 
vent of Mrs. William Fuller, wife of the New 
York lawyer and dauvhter of George R. Sheldon, 
treasurer of the Rennblican National Committee. 
She came here last April to seek freedom she has 
sinee gained from 2 husband twice her age. 
With her was her fsthes, a woman relative, a 
retipue of ma‘ds and half a carload of trunks.

Picture Reno. Without its divorce courts and

garden spot. 

The smiling, dancing Truckee River, teeming 
with trout, rushes by the town. On all sides rise 
the snow-capped, sun-kissed peaks of the sierras. 
The air snaps like freshly opened champagne. 
Over all nestles the turquoise sky, clear ag a bell 
and wondrous at night, as the stars pick them- 
selves out of the darkness like needle points. 
Yet it makes its best living on rum, roulette and 
divorce! 

Not that there are not many nice people in 
Reno. These are the ones who have tried to get 
the Legislature to regulate the law as to the time 
necessary for a legal residence. But theirs is a 
little chance. The party in-power has two more 
years to rule, and even then their successors are 
almost sure to feel of the same mind. 

The increase in the numberof divorce seekers 
means too much to the great bulk of the popula- 
tion—the lawyers, the tradespeople, the land- 
lords, the hotel keepers and the restaurfint men. 


The State government is in the hands of a few \~ 


politicians, and they don’t intend to let so much 
“honest graft” escape them. Reno bids fair to 
stay for a long time the focus for the unhappily 
mated—who have money! 

Money! That tells the story. 
money,.a Reno divorce is just as hard to get as 
any other. The poor tenement-house woman of 
New York would find it just as difficult here to 
get her freedom from some shiftless spouse as 
she would at home. But if a woman gets off a 
drawing-room car on the Overland Limited and 
agg her checkbook, the possibWities Are limit- 
ess. 

Everything in Reno is terrible in price, now 
that New York and Philadelphia has made it the 
fashion. Rent is the only thing within reason 
and that will go soaring as soon as the landlords 
get together. All the desirable cottages and 
apartments are taken, and the 
Riverside Hotel, quite the 
Waldorf-Astoria of the desert, 
is filled to overflowing. At 
this hotel alone dwell some 
two hundred divorce seekers, 
mostly women. Some are mak- 
ing it their permanent Reno 
home; others are awaiting a 
chance to get a choice cottage } 
or apartment as the divorce | 
courts grant their deerees and [ ‘ 
let the freed ones hasten East — DD = 
again. - 

You pay from $6 to $15 Nee 
a day at the hotel for ac- 
commodations that could be duplicated in New 
York for half that amount. But this doesn’t 
keep anybody away. There is no other place to 
go when one is used to good fare, and even then 
the verdant divorce seeker may have to wait a 
week or two for quarters unless kindly friends 
have reserved them in advance.

-N the early days .of Texas,

although it was a stir-

West and from Oklahoma 

and “The Nation,” by which 

name the Indian Territory was generally known. 

The pickings for an outlaw in Oklahoma occa- 
sionally got very thin, for when robberies be- 
came too frequent the railroads would guard their 
trains heavily, so that it would be foolhardy for 
even the most courageous of train robbers to 

t to loot them. 
ee pas in such a hiatus as this that Sam Bass: 
‘and his gang of train robbers invaded Texas 
looking for plunder. 

Now, Sam Bass was to the early desperadoes 
of the Southwest what Morgan and Blackbeard 
were to the marauders of Central America and 
the Caribbean Sea. He was a bold, cruel and 
utterly ruthless man, who lived by plunder and 
gloried in murder, and had he been an “honest”’ 
man would have made an ideal captain of in- 
dustry, for of such was his temperament. 

He was big and broad of shoulder, but lithe 
of hip and quick as a flash of light with his hands 
and feet. It is said of him that he could shoot 
Oftener in half a minute than the ordinary man 
could in five minutes, and he was a two-gun mau;

that a he was doubly armed and could shoot 
with both hands at the same time. 

He was the forerunner of and example to the 
youths who, almost a score of years later, formed 
tHemselves into “gangs” and created consterna- 
tion among the railroads, express companies and 
banks within the borders of and on the edge of 
Oklahoma and “The Nation.” I refer to the Dal- 
tons, Bill Doolin, Diamond Dick, Bill Raidler and 
many others of their ilk. 

‘Having exhausted the resources of his trade 
in the far West and being pressed for money 
and by the officers of the law, Sam Bass made 
ab excursion into Texas in the hope of runn'ng 
into a rich “money run” on one of the railroads. 
‘But there he met one man who was able to 
circumvent him. 

During the Civil War a boy of 12 years, “Heck” 
Thomas by name, enlisted in the Confederate 
Afmy and served tirough the entire war as a 
courier for his uncle, Gen. E. L. Thomas. After 
the war he became a member of the poHce force 
of Atlanta, Ga., and during what was known as 
io Bush Arbor” riots “1 that city in the recon- 

ction days was shot down. From his posi- 
tion. on the ground he continued to shoot into 
the advancing rioters until he stopped them, and 
turned a rioters’ victory into a rout. 

This was the sort of chap Heck Thomas 
was when, finding life in the South not 
strenuous enough for his adventurous spirit, he 
detided to go into the Southwest and discover 
} an there was for a fighting man to do. There- 

he went to Texas and got employment as 
@W-express messenger, a dangerous ‘occupation in 
hose times. 

Tt was in 1875 that Sam Bass and his gang. 
somposed of four other desperate men, robbed 
Wells Fargo & Co.'s express of $50,000 in gold 
on. the Union Pacific Railroad in Utah. They 
fed into the Southwest, taking refuge in Ok- 
fahoma, hotly pursued by posses of officets and 
a squad of soldiers. 

The soldiers killed one of the robbers before 
they got into Oklahoma and recovered his share 
of the booty from the body. The rest of the 
gang, finding things too hot for them in Okla- 
.. homa, made their way into Texas. 

There they took refuge in what is known as 
“The Cross Timbers,” a belt of woods varying 
in width from a few hundred yards to several 
miles, and about 400 miles long, from which they 
made forays uvon their ancient enemies, the ex- 
press companies. 

At that t'me the old “Texas Express” was the 
only company operating in that part of Texas 
and when it was known that the Sam Bass gang 
was in the country its express agents and mes- 
sengers were notified to be on the lookout for 
an attac’. 

They had not long to wait. The gang had

One night, shortly after the arrival of Sam 
Bass in Texas, as the passenger train on the 
Houston & Texas Central Railroad pulled into 
Allen, Tex., a little wayside station a few miles 
north of Dallas, five or six robbers armed with 
six-shooters and Winchesters swarmed up to the 
express car. 

Jim Thomas, a green Georgia boy, was the 
messenger and as he stood im the & 
doorway suddenly he found him- 
self looking into the barrels of 
half a dozen guns. 

“Hands up! Surrender!” a gruff 
voice said. It belonged to Sam 
Bass. 

But if Jim Thomas was green, 
he was not a coward. He sprang 
back into the car, firing his re- 
volver into the men at the door 
as he did so, knocking one of them 
down, and driving the others back 
by the very suddenness of his at- 
tack. Then he slammed the door 
shut and locked it. 

Outside he could hear Sam Bass 
cursing furiously and then a vol- 
ley of shots was fired at the car. 
Thomas threw himself flat on the 
floor, and the Winchester balls cut 
their way through the wooden 
walls and spattered all about him 
where he lay. 

Presently he heard the robbers 
‘cut out” the car from the train, 
and order the engineer to pull it 
down the track a few hundred 
yards from the station. 

Soon after the car stopped 
Thomas smelled smoke, and he 
knew ‘what that meant.

“Open up an’ let us in. We've 
built a fire under the car, an’ if 
you don’t open the door we’ll roast 
you alive or shoot you full of 
holes when you run out.” 

Thomas thought a minute. The 
train robbers had him dead to 
rights; it was a mortal cinch 
that he would be killed if he 
didn’t surrender. 

“What will you do if I come 
out?” he as’ed through the door. 

“If you quit your foolishness. 
open the door and throw out your 
pistol, we won’t hurt you,” re- 
plied Bass. 


“All right,” answered Thomas: 
“I'll take a chance.” He opened 
the door, and, throwing his pistol 
to the ground, followed it, and the 
train robbers. pulled the fire 
from under the ear. 

They broke open the safe, but 
all they found to steal was a few 
packages of jewelry and several 
hundred dollars. They mounted 
their horses and rode off, cursing 
their poor haul, for if a train ban- 
dit’s plunder did not run well up 
into the thousands of dollars, he 
did not feel repaid for his work. 


The express officials were very’ 
angry at this attack on their 
messenger, and gave orders for in- 
creased vigilance on the part of 
all express messengers and em- 
ployes, 

Back of the express office in 
Denison, Tex.. was a room in 
which the messengers off duty 
slept and passed the time until 
they went out on the road again. 
A few days after Jim Thomas had 
been ‘‘held up” at Allen several 
of them were lounging in this 
room discussing the event. Among 
them was Heck Thomas, who was 

a cousin to Jim. He had only re- 
conti joined the force. He was a 
slender, dark young fellow, hand- 
some in a romantic way, with dark eyes that 
fairly sparkled with the light of adventure.

They ran uptown to a hardware store and got 
some cartridges and then slipped through the 
darkness as close to the train as possible, and 
opened fire on the bandits. 

At the first shot the engineer and fireman fell 
to the ground and the citizens who had been 
eantured on the station platform fled toward the 
tall grass, in which they hid. 


Thomas stooped ower the engineer and fire- 
man and asked them for a revolver, for he saw, 
with aid at hand, there was a chance for a fight 
and, perhaps, the capture of the outlaws. 

As he did so the outlaws opened fire on him. 
One of the bullets clipped a lock of hair from his 
head, another fractured the bone in his left 
cheek, and a third entered his nec*. 

He was staggered by the third shot, and, lean-

Heck Thomas stayed in the express business } 


\ 


long enough to get heartily tired | 
of inaction. His was a spirit that , 
demanded action, and plenty of | 


it, and an opportunity to match \ 
wits and ceurage with outlaws; | 
he was a natural-born law offifcer. } 


Naturally, therefore, he gravi- 
tated toward the. most dangerous 
occupation in the Southwest at 
that time, that of United States 
deputy marshal. 


It is within the memory of men 
still young when the State of 
Oklkahoma, now populous witn 
rities and close lying farms, was 
an unknown land to all save cat- 
tlemen, outlaws and law-officers. 


By reason of its inaccessibility 
and the absence of local consti- 
tuted law, it was the rendezvous 
and home of the desperadoes who 
were outlawed from every other 
j art of the country. Not a State 
in the Union but had one or more 
representatives of the criminal 
class there in hiding from the 
officers of the law. 

This was the citizenship of Ok- 
lahoma and “The Nation” in 
those days. “The Nation,” s0- 
called, was the lands of the Five 
Civilized Tribes—the Indian Na- 
tion, 

There never was in all the his- 
tory of the civilized world a con- 
dition so unique as that which 
prevailed in Oklahoma and the 
Indian Teéritory in the early 
days. Itg very wildness appealed 
to the headstrong and adventur- 
ous, and its isolation and _ topog- 
raphy to the criminal who 
sought a hiding place from the 
pursuit of the law. 

Hence it was that, with the ex- 
ception of the cattlemen, a few 
‘“nesuiers,” and the rich squaw- 
men, most of those who were in 
the country before it was thrown 
open to white settlement were 
outlaws, 

The only law in that land of 
outlaw refuge was administered 
by the United States, which had 
its tribunals at Fort Smith, Ark., 
and Paris.,Tex., and its executive 
officers were the United State 
marshals at those places, who 
had under them an army of dep- 

uties, the most intrepid men of their 

day. 
The United States Court at Fort Smith 
was presided over by the late Judge Isaac C 


his day as the “hanging judge,” the miost inex- 
orable and implacable of jurists. His court held 
jurisdiction, over the Five Civilized Tribes, the 
Cherokee Strip, No Man’s Land, the Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe country, thé Comanche and Apache 
reservation, and Greer County. 

As soon as a fugitive from justice in the 
States reached the shelter of Oklahoma or “The 
Nation” he found comradeship with others of: 
his kind, and it was in this way that the cele 
brated “gangs” were formed. 

There were only a few “business” openings 

for an outlaw. He could peddle whisky to the 
Indians, or he could rob trains—a favorite oc- 
cupation, by the way—or he could make forays 
into Texas or Kansas or 
Arkansas and rob banks. 
And all of these occuna- 
tions were industriously 
followed by the various 
“gangs,* each of which 
had its specialty. 

The arrest and prosecu- 
tion of these bands of ont- 
laws rested, as has been 
said, in the hands of the 
deputy United exeten mar- 
shals. 

It took a man of dare- 
devil courage, the relent- 
less trailing instinct of the 
bloodhound, and an eye 
and hand as quick as 
lightning to be a United 
States deputy marshal, 
and added to these he 
must have had a high 
sense of duty and a love 
for the sport. 

There are three men sfil] 
living in Oklahoma whose 
names will go down in the 
history of that State as 
having done more to. re- 
lieve the old wild country 
of its desperadoes than 
any others. 

They have been called 
“The Three Guardsmen” of 
Oklahoma, and the epithet 
has not been misapplied. 
The tales of daring told 
about them would fill vol- 
umes, and some day they 
will be written by a com- 
petent biographer. N 0 
such stories of desperate 
fighting, of utter reckless- 
ness, of cunning trailing, 
of wounds given and taken, 
and of gudden death 
belong to the crim-,

inal annals of dny other State im the Unioa, 
not even Texas. 

These three men were Heck Thomas, Bill 
Tilghman and Chris. Madsen. Many outlaws 
have died by their hands in the pursuit of their 
duty, and each of them bears the scars of many 
desperate wounds. They were United States 
deputy marshals hailing from Fort Smith in the 
earlier days, and later from Guthrie, when Okla- 
homa was opened to white settlement. 

Heck Thomas received his commission at the 
hands of President Cleveland, and held it until 
the last of the Indian lands were opened to 
settlement, when he became chief of police of 
the town of Lawtaqn in the Wichita Mountains, 
when it needed a man of his courage and firm- 
ness to hold the lawless element in check. He 
held this position eight years, and two years ago 
again re-entered the service of the United States 
as a deputy marshal under his old comrade Bill 
Tilghman, now United States marshal for Okla- 
homa. The third “musketeer,” Chris. Madsen, is 
a banker and ranchman, and a member of the: 
Oklahoma legislature, 

It was Heck Thomas who rid the world of 
Bill Doolin, a very devil im human guise, one 
of the most feared desperadoes in Oklahoma, 
and the leader of the Doolin gang of train and’ 
hank robbers. 

Doolin, who.was @ tall, lank, sandy-haired man 
with light snaky eyes, killed an enemy on sight, 
and he was one of the quickest men on the trig- 
ger in the Southwest, but Heck Thomas was 
his better. 

Doolin had been arrested by Chris. Madsen 
at Hot Springs, where he was in hiding trying 
to get relief from rheumatism, and was taken 
to the Federal prison at Guthrie. Several 
months later Doolin and Raidler, who was also 
locked up there with a strangely assorted lot 
of white, black and Indian murderers, train and 
bank robbers, broke out and escaped. Heck 
Thomas immediately took his trail. 

Thomas got a clew to where Doolin. probably 
was in hiding, and went there in the night. He 
concealed himself in a fence corner near the 
house. Early in the morning Doolin came out, 
went to.a corral from which he took a horse 
which he had stolen in escaping, and led it 
down the lane approaching where Thomas was 
hiding. 

When he came within hailing distance Thom- 
as rose up and commanded: “Hands up!” Doolin 
was carrying his revolver in his hand, and as he 
obeyed the order and raised his hand breast 
high he fired, By some miracle he missed, and 
Thomas fired at him with a short shotgun 
load@g with buckshot. It was said that Doolin 
died of blood poisoning. 

Thomas was the relentless pursuer of the 
Dalton gang and was so constantly on their 
trail toward the end of their career that they 
were desperate for lack of funds. It was this 
that caused them to make the daring raid on 
Coffeyville, in which all except one of them was 
killed. 

This was the sort of strenuous life law officers 
of those days led in Oklahoma, and Heck Thomas 
was the beau ideal of the class. Today he lives 
in Lawton, a courtly, handsome man, 
dresses in a black frock coat and broad 
hat, and talks with the soft accent of the culti- 
vated Georgia gentleman. One would not suspect 
the big “45” that hides behind those coat 
or the terrible and implacable spirit of battle 
against crime that is beneath the gentle man 


ner.
